ORIGIN OF THE MISTLETOE. 

Seeds Stick to Birds' Bills and Are 
Wiped Off on Tree-Branches. 



1 he story of how the mistletoe gets 
on the trees is a most interesting one. 

Covering the mistletoe twigs are 
pearly white berries. These come in 
the winter »eas.>:>, when food is com- 
paratively scarce, and hence seme of 
our birds eat them freely. 

Now when a robin eats a cherry he 
swallews simply the meat and flips the 
stone away. The seed of the mistletoe 
the bird cannot flip, it ,, t ti C ky and 
holds to his bill. His only resource is 
to wipe it off, and he does ao, leaving 
it nicking to the branches of the tree 
os which he is sitting at the time. 

This seed sprouts after a time, and 
not tin. line earth— which Indeed its an- 
cestral habit has made II cease wanting 
—It siuks its roots into the bark of the 
tree and hunts there for the pipes that 
carry the sap. The sap is the bark Is 
the very richest in the tree, far richer 
than that in the wood, and the mistle- 
toe get- from us host the choicest 
of rood, vvnii t strange foresight it 
does not throw its leaves away, as do 
BBOSt parasites, but keeps them to use 
in winter, whoa the tree is leafless.

FAITH IN SOME KENTUCKY COURTS.

Our fear* have 
tamed out to be well founded and our 
doubte to have been Just, and open war 
M now flagrant in that sec tion of the 
itate, and the condition of affairs there 
in without parallel in any part of the 
United States. Luge sum* of money 
have been invested in the opening and 
successful operation of the mines In 
those counties. The miner* did not 
belong to the union, and the relations 
between the operators and the tniuers 
have been unusually pleasant. l»is- 
oonteut has been rare, strikes infre- 
quent, and the owners have DOM fairly 
prosperous aud the miners receiving 
fairly good wages. Some labor agita- 
tors, who belonged to a union, deter- 
mined to organize labor unions among 
the miners; and undoubted! y the 
miners had the right to become mem- 
bers of a union, but thoy declined to do 
so. The effort to induce them to join 
failed. A few did Join. The leaders of 
the union then demanded of the opera- 
tors that they would have in their em- 
ploy none but those who Joined the 
union. To this demand the operators 
refused to accede; aud then not only 
was a strike declared, hut the strike 
was to be accompanied by violence; 
not only wer.- open threats made, but 
the threats were attempted to be exe- 
cuted. The Sheriff called out a posse 
to suppress disorder. Between the 
posse and some of the union miners a 
right ensued, in Which some ..f Ike 
miners were killed; and the feeling was 
so Intense and the cowardice of the 
authorities so deplorable that the dep- 
uty Sheriff and his posse wer. indict.-.! 
by a Grand Jury, tried by a petit Jury 
and convicted of manslaughter; and 
the Judge allowed the verdict and sen- 
An appeal was taken to 
the Court of Appeals, and when the 
case came on for a hearing in that 
Court, the Attorney General stated In 
open Court that he could not ask for an 
affirmance; that the trial mi •▼MMtlj 
an unjust and illegal trial and the sen- 
tence an improper sentence: and by the 
judgment of six of the Justices the 
verdict and Judgment were promptly 
set aside, and the principle or law once 
more announced that an otlio«r of the 
law in the discharge of his dutv had a i 
right to disperse unlawful MSeml lies 
and If in the •lscbargf f that duty his 
legal orders were disobeyed an I ins at- 
tempt to perform those duties was met 
with force, he had aright to suppress 
violence with forco. 

Armed men have been maintained in 
armed camps for weeks. The 
to support these camp- andto turniah 
these armed men with supplies lias 
come from some non-resident source: 
itiealloged from the National Federa- 
tion of Labor. Thousands of dollars 



ago with much less expense and dan- 
ger will now have to be done. There Is 
noway to meet this sort of violence; 
this disregard of the rights of others; 
this murderous disposition to carry 
their purpose at all haiards, except 
by the severe rigor of the authority of 
the law. W henever It Is tampered with 
It believes the authorities to be cow- 
ardly or venal. As far as we are able 
to Judge from the reports from that 
country, the union miners are in the 
wrong. It seems to be a deliberate, vi- 
olent, lawless attempt to drive the op- 
erators to discharge the non union 
miners and at the muizlc of guns to 
force the non-union miners to Join the 
union. This demonstrates the danger 
of strikes which we attempted to point 
out in our speech before the State Fed- 
eration of Labor, liiliulle harm Is 
done to the cause of labor by these 
Ignoble, misguided and passionate 
men, who are badly advised and who 
are misled by those who want to use 
them for some personal and ignoble 
end. He is the enemy of labor who de- 
fends such violence. 

Strikes have so frequently been ac- 
companied with violence that it Is 
almost impossible to have strikes with- 
out some violence. The most passion- 
ate and ill-regulated of all our labor 
organizations are those composed of 
miners. Many of these miners are 
foreigner., who do not understand our 
customs; maay are colored men, aud 
those who are Americans as a rule are 
not among the most intelligent and 
thoughtful of our wage earners. The 
strikes of the miners in the mountains 
of Pennsylvania have invariably been 
accompanied with violence and blood- 
shed. It may tie possible that strikes 
of the miners in other parts of the coun- 
try have not been so stained; but every 
thoughtful person must fear that vio- 
lence will accompany strikes. And, 
therefore, ne who advocates strikes, 
who advises strikes, who defends 
-inks- does it at the hazard of blood- 
shed and murder. 

The use of the uniformed constabu- 
lary of the state has never been to us as 
offensive or dangerous as it seems to 
be to so many of our contemporaries. 
The State Guard la organized to keep 
the peace, ami stands legally upon the 
footing as the police of tho cities 
. Sheriffs and the peace officers of

THEIR DEAD BODIES RECOVERED. 

The Unfortunate Men. Who Were Miss 
lng Since Friday. Pound Wliaia 
600 Feet of the Kntrauce. 



Among the Victim* Were Superintend 
•nt of Mines, Walter O'Maley, 
State Mine Inspector Price 
and Hi* Sub-Inspector. 

Bluefleld. W. Va., Nov. 25.-The 
dead bodies of the lost party ot eight 
well-known mining; men who entered 
west mine of the Pocahontas Collieries 
Co. on Friday morning last at 
o'clock were recovered at 12:45 o'cloc k 
Sunday. At 7 o'clock Sunday ni 
lng a rescuing party, numbering 40 
persona, entered the main entrance, 
brattlclng the mine as they went In 
order to Improve the circulation of the 
air. They had advanced a distance of 
3,600 feet from the entrance When the) 
encountered such quantities of white 
damp that It was Impossible to pro 
ceed further. Retracing their steps, 
they decided to make another attempt 
from the Tub river entrance, some six 
miles across the Flat Top mountain 
They went in this entrance about 10:30 
o'clock and after going a distance ol 
some 600 feet found the dead bodies 
of A. S. Hurst, chief Inspector. Hob 
Odham. sub Inspector, and Kran/ier 
C. Belt, mining engineer, nil huddled 
together. From their positions they 
must have met death suddenly and 
without pain. All of them were lying 
face down with no signs of a struggle. 
Signs of a Struggle. 

The bodies of the other five mem 
here of the party. Superintendent of 
Mines Walter O'Maley. Joseph Card- 
well, superintendent of the Shamokln 
Coal and Coke Co.. It. E. St. Clair, sec- 
ond assistant Inspector, State Mine In- 
spector Price and Maurice 8t. Clalr. 
sub-Inspector, were found several hun- 
dred feet back in the mine. The bod- 
lea of O'Maley, Maurice St. Clalr and 
Price were discolored* and bruised 
about the face, showing signs of a 
struggle. 

It is said by members of the rescu- 
ing party that Hurst, Hell anil Odham 
would hardly have lost their lives but 
for the net that they lost their way, 
entering a chamber ISO feet to the left, 
or near one of the passages from the 
Baby mine In which the deadly white 
damp had accumulated In great quan- 
tities. 

The bodies were brought down from 
the mines in four wagons, reaching the 
Pocahontas wholesale grocery house 
at about I p. m.. Where they wen- pre- 
pared for burial. The bodies are very 
much swollen, and. having been at- 
tacked by mine rats, present a grew-
